£45,936 PAID TO THE 
 -KISHERMEN.

The results of the Howth summer herri 
fishing this year have now been collected, 
and show that while a lar uumber of 
boats, both Irish, Scotch and English, took 
part in the fishing, the inerease in the catch 
over last year was not prppermens! to the 
increased catching power. e prices realised 
by the fishermen were satisfactory, which, to 
some extent, compensated for the light 


, catches, but during the fourteen’ weeks that 


the fishing lasted no very heavy day's land- 
ings were experienced. 

he principal shoals lay sixteen to twenty 
miles to the south-east of Howth. The quality 
of tlie herring was not up to the excellent 
standard of 1925. The amount cured for ex- 
port was 77 per cent. of the total catch, the 
remaining 23 per cent being sold fresh in the 
country or sent to the kipper houses. 

The prices realised by curers ranged 
about 70s. per barrel for *‘ large fulls’’ and 
65s per barrel for * fulls,’" ex quay, Howth. 
The demand for cured fish was good, 
especially for the cure bearing the Saorstat 
"“ Harp ” brand, which is effixed after inepec- 
tion by the Department of Fisheries. | 

BOATS AND CATCHES. 

The following is a summary of the results 
of this fishing :— 

One hundred and eight steam and 65 motor 
vessels were engaged, of which 1 steam and 
56 motor vessels were Saorstat-owned, the 
remainder coming from English end Scottish 
ports. This was an increase of 19 vessels 
over the fleet at Howth in 1925. 

The quantity of herrinas landed was 18,155 
crans, as compared with 17,459 crans in 
1925. 

The amount paid to the fishermen for their 
catches was £45,936, as compared with 
£45,647 in 1925. 

There were six Scotch and seven Irish 
curers operat’ng in 1926, as compared with 
nine curers in all working in the previous 
year; 126 Irish and 69 Scotch girls were 
employed in gutting herrings during the 
season, as compared with 115 Irish and 24 
Scotch girls last year. Their average weekly 
earnings were 35s. 

WHERE THE HERRINGS WENT. 

Of the 18,155 crans landed, approximately 
14,000 crans were cured, and the number of 
barrels yielded was 16,447. These were dis- 

d of as follows:—4,700 shipped to 
lasgow for the United States, 450 to Russia, 
and 11,297 to Germany, ‘Lhe remaining 
4.155 crans were sent fresh to Dublin market 
or disposed of to kippering houses. 

The Fisheries Department branding officer 
inspected all fish submitted for the State 
brand, and the brand was affixed in all cases, 
no rejections being recorded. ‘The State

BELFAST GASWORKS’ 
FIRES. 
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STATEMENT BY MINISTER OF 
' COMMERCE. 


In the Northern House’ of Commons yester- 
day, Mr. Devlin asked the Minister of Com- 
merce if his attention had been called to the 
fact that three fires recently took place at the 
Belfast Gas Works; whether a responsible 
official had issued instructions that no in- 
formation was to be given regarding these

stances, and if he could state whether the 
fires were due to the quality of the coal im- 
ported. 

The Minister of Commerce, in reply, stated 
that he had noticed reports of the incidents 
referred to. From inquiries made, however, 
he was satisfied that the fires were not of a 
serious nature, and were, indeed, such as 
occasionally arise during the norma] process 
of gas manufacture where different grades of 
coal are being used. He understood that the 
particular cargo, the use of which gave rise 
to the difficulties reported, was now ex- 
hausted. 

Mr. Devlin further asked if the Minister 
had called the attention of the authority in 
charge of the gas works to the fact that no 
statement was made in regard to the cause 
of these fires. He understood that three 
persons were injured, and one was in a 
critical condition. In view of the fact that 
these accidents took place after the first two 
fires, could he state what had been done 
to prevent the third fire taking place. 

e Minister of Commerce said -that he 
had only short notice of the question, but so 
far as he was aware no information had been 
withheld. — 

Mr, Devlin—Is_it not the custom of the 
Ministry to mak@@nguiries when incidents of 
this character are reported in the Press in the 
interest of public safety? I handed in this 
guestion two days ago.

WATERFORD SOCIETY’S FINE 


PERFORMANCE. 

The Waterford Festival Chora] Society last 
night gained further laurels by its highly 
successful ‘‘ broadcast” of endelssohn’s 
‘Elijah.’”’ Despite the disadvantages of 
*‘listening-in ” here in Dublin to the orchestra 
and choir performing the great oratorio in 
Waterford Town Hall, one could discern a 
vast improvement in the Society’s work. It 
is, indeed, a credit to Waterford City, and 
has done much to show that there is plenty 
of musical talent in the provinces. 

The music of the oratorio was transmitted 
by land line to the studio at 2RN., where it 
was passed through the controls to McKee 
Barracks, Dublin, and thence it was sent 
oui to “ listeners-in.”’ 

The diction of the soloists, particularly 
that of Mr. Flintoff Moore, was perfectly 
clear, but: the orchestral work was somewhat 
jumbled and ‘‘tinny,"* a defect due to no 
fault of the players, but to the reception. 
Of the chorus, one can only describe its con- 
tributions as excellent, though ‘‘ listeners-in’’ 
experienced some difficulty in following the 
words. There was, also, an apparent pre- 
poncerance of sopranos, due again. no doubt, 
te the imperfect. reception. “Ye Peonle 
Rend Your Hearts."’ that maiestic recitative, 
wedded to such glorious music, gave Mr. W. 
‘, Watt an onportunity of using his fine 
tenor voice with effect. The applatise he re- 
ceived for this, the beautiful air ‘‘ If wish all 
your hearts,’ and his succeeding contribu- 
tions, was well deserved. Mr. Flintoff Moore, 
who was in splendid voice, sang with great 
effect thronchont, but more especially in the 
lines following “ As Cod the Lord,” wherein 
**Eliiah ” challenges the worshippers of Baal 
to show his power bv sending fire to the 
earth, Jn “ Baal, we Crv to Thee” the choir 
did its best work, singing with fine balance 
in thet futile cry to the god who would not 
answer. | 

The remaining ‘soloists: Mrs. Ellis {con- 
tralto), Miss Kidd and Miss Halligan 
(sopranos), acquitted themselves admirably, 
as, indeed, did the orchestra and choir.

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PUBLIC HEALTH. 


GOVERNMENT'S FAILURES 
CRITICISED, 


MEDICINE FROM THREE 
ANGLES. 


' Dr. D. J. Coffey, President of University 
College, Dublin, presided last. evening 
at the inaugural meeting of the College 
Medical Society, when Edward 1. 
Freeman, President of Society, read an 
address on ‘‘ Medicine from Three Angles.’ 

Dr, Freeman said that the three angles 
from which he approached the subject were 
the points of view of the medical practi- 
tioner, the student, and the public: He 
pointed out that the most striking thing in 
modern medicine was the statistical proof 
that life was being prolonged by preventive 
measures, which a also greatly lessened 
the incidence of the infective fevers. The 
improved social condition of sp many people 
was. a noteworthy factor m lowering the 
incidence of certain diseases. On the other 
hand, if the great killing diseases had de- 
creased im incidence, certain others, such as 
cancer, smallpox, etc., had to be watched 
very carefully. With the post-war tendency 
to standardisation, there was a real fear lest 
the practice of medicine should he forced 
to acquiesce in that soulless system: That 
enormous development meant additional 
trouble for the student. With an already 
heavily overlodted curriculum, there was 
much danger of the student’s being  over- 
crammed, Sound clinical instruction was for 
him, the future general practitioner, the first 
essential. 

For the public, -the first effect of these 
changes was an increased demand on hospital 
accommodation.. The demand of the public 
for more accurate knowledge of medical sub- 
jects was evidenced in the daily Press. The 
public, however, was not fitted by education 
to judge of these matters, and signed articles 
on medical subjects should be confined to 
the medical Press. 


INCREASING DIFFICULTY. 

Modern medicine was daily becomiug more 
difficult and complex. Such innnovations as 
insulin, the basal metabolic rate, the elec- 
trocardiograph, etc, had brought the 
physiologist into the wards. The value of 
sunlight was being more appreciated every 
day, The subject had become too vast for 
one man’s knowledge, which fact necessi- 
tated either specialism, with its attendant 
dangers, or the “' group-system’’ of diagnos- 
tic and therapeutic teams recently intro- 
duced in Ameriea. 

Such popular attractions as Coueism, 
Abram’s box, and the osteopath would 
always draw a large section of the public. 
‘uninformed and anxious for rapid results. 
The public actually needed to be saved from 
its own carelessness. The story of vaccina- 
tion was common knowledge, yet the almost 
universal neglect of that safeguard was un- 
doubtedly preparing the way for an epidemic 
gan cw. tara 

r, J. E, O'Carroll proposed the thanks of 
the Society for the bhain, which, he said, 
was, in the firgt place, markedly unegotistical. 
In the secon@ place, Dr. Freeman deserved 
thanks for survey of what was virtually 
the whole field of modern medicine. F inally, 
he had offered to the younger members of the 
profession advice of the very best character 
when he told them to pursue their profession 
in in spirit of love for it, in a spirit of perfect 
honesty towards themselves and their fellow- 
men... That was the one guide to help the 
younger men in all matters between them- 
selves and their patients, themselves and their 
medical colleagues.

Dr. O'Carroll, continuing, said that he had 
seen plenty of smallpox and typhus fever in 
Ireland, and he was inclined to think that 
after this cold winter there was a substantia] 
danger that typhus would, break out again— 
not perhaps during the winter, but just as the 
warm weather was coming. He should not be 
at all surprised if they were to find typhus 
fever rife about March or April next. 


IMPORTANT MEASURES. 

Dr. T. Hennessy, T.D., F.,R.C.S., in 
seconding the vote of thanks, said that in 
recent years two very important legislative 
measures had been passed by the Govern- 
ment—one making provision for the appoint- 
ment of whole-time medical officers, and the 
other. the Dairy. Produce Act. The appoint- 
ment of whole-time medical officers was long 
overdue, but the Government seemed to pro- 
ceed with these appointments in very 
leisurely fashion, as none had yet been made. 

The new County Hospitals were for the 
most part indistinguishable from the old 
workhouses, and were as backward and/as 
antiquated as they were 3 or 40 years ago. 
The county tuberculosis officers were well- 
meaning men, but their salaries of £500 to 
£600 were entirely insufficient. The British 
Government that fixed those salaries did not 
mean that .the work should be taken 
seriously, and the present Government had 
not. improved matters so far, Only in Cork 
and Clonmel was there medical inspection 
of school children, and the fact that there 
was no medical inspection in the capital of 
Ireland was a disgrace to the Government. 
Again, the services of the veterinary inspec- 
tors, who were the bulwarks between this 
country and foot-and-mouth disease, were 
only valued at £200 a year by the Ministry 
of Finance. District Justices were paid 
£1,200 a year, and they deserved it, but 
then the Minister of Justice was a wise 
raan, and he knew that if he was to get the 
work of the Ministry well done he would 
have to pay for it. 

They frequently heard the Government 
criticised by political opponents, but they 
never heard the Government criticised for 
its remissness in public health matters. Why? 
Because there were no votes in it. The 
eople themselves were to blame if the 
public health was neglected, and up to the 
present the Government appeared to he 
merely an understudy of the British Govern- 
ment. If the medical profession had done 
its best to preserve the health of the people, 
it was not because of any encouragement 
they received from any Government. 


| DAIRY PRODUCE. 

Speaking of the Dairy Produce Act, Dr. 
Hennessy said that Irish milk and butter 
had an unsavoury reputation in their best 
markets. Under the Dairy Produce Act, 
however, they now read of prosecutions for 
dirty milk, And selling dirty milk was a 
greater rime than selling watered 
milk, It’ was proposed to appoint 
a bacteriologist under the Act, and the suc- 
cessful applicant, who would have to be a 
Bachelor of Science, was offered the magnifi- 
cent salary of £100. (Laughter.) The 
Minister for Agriculture, however, was not 
responsible for such “ munificence.” There 
was a Government department called the 
‘boss department '. or the super-depattment 
—the Department of Finance. (Laughter. ) 
He need not tell them that the Department of 
Agriculture did not get the bacteriologist.

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SIR ROBERT JONES ON 
CHILD WELFARE, - 
giecbeeiliinninneen 


Sir Robert Jonés spoke on the problem 
of the crippled child at a meeting held 
in the National Children’s Hospital, Har- 
court street, Dublin, yesterday. afternoon, 
and again at a dinner given in his honoar 
by the Dublin. Rotary Club in Clery’s 
Restaurant last night. 

Speaking at the dinner, Sir Robert said 
that about 50 per cent. of the cases of 
tuberculosis of the bones were due to 
milk, and 30 per cent. to direct contact 
with the human consumptive. It” Was 
absolutely essential that there should be 
some real staict supervision, municipal or 
otherwise, of the milk that was brought 
into the city. While the work done in the 
hospitals which he had visited that day 
was absolutely splendid, the conditions in 
which the surgeons had to work were 
really almost pathetic. The best thing 
for them to consider with regard to there 
children’s hospitals was to ge. them out 
into the country. He expressed his ap- 
proval of the proposal to co-ordinate the 
various cripple institutions in, this:

At the afternoon meeting Sir William 
de Courcy Wheeler stated that it had been 
resolved to remove the hospital from Har- 
court street at the first. opportunity. 
THE DINNER 

Covers were laid for 190 guests at ‘the 
dinner, and the company ‘was representative 
of the learned professions and of the com- 
mercial life of the city. The President of the 
Rotary Club, Dublin, Mr, Michael P. Rowan, 
occupied the chair, the guest of honour being 
on his right and Lord dtenavy on. his left. . 
The Chairman, introducing Sir Robert 
Jones, said that their guest was a leader ip 
the two hemispheres in the science of ortho- 
wdics. For over thirty years he had de- 
nitely associated himselí with the cause of 
the crippled child and open-air treatment, 
Sir Robert Jones, in the course of his ad- 
dress, said that in America and other States 
where a census had been taken on the 
uestion, it was found that five out of st 
thousand were cripples. Waking the Iris 
Free State as typical, that meant that out of 
their three million population there were 
twelve or fourteen thousand cripples. In 
England it was found that fully eighty per 
cent. of these cases were curable. The first 
duty of a nation in dealing with this ques- 
tion was to find out the number of cripples 
in the State, and then, to classify them. Deal- 
ing with this matter, he said that it was | 
largely a question of voluntary enterprise. _ 

roceeding, Sir Robert said that he would 
divide the problem into two parts: preventa- 
tive and curative treatment. ripples came 
from four groups of diseases—tubercular, 
rickets, congenital deformity, and acquired 
defogmity as a result of injury. In speaking 
of Pagenital deformity, he mentiored that 
in England they were beginning to have 
eases of infantile paralysis in fairly large 
numbers, and in America they had 13,000 
deaths from this grave disease. Twenty-five 
per cent. of cases of deformity was due to 
rickets, and about fifty per cent. to tubercular 
disease. Furthermore, they now knew 
enough, if they were given the opportunity, 
to eradicate these two diseases in a small 
aumber of years. The tubercular diseases in 
question were due to two bacilli: bovine and 
the human. 


CONTROL OF MILK SUPPLY. 

About fifty per cent. of the cases of 
tuberculosis of the bones was due to milk 
and 230 per cent. to direct contact with the 
human consumptive. In England they had 
found that one out of ten specimens of milk 
examined contained living tubercilar bacilli. 

In the first place, it was absolutely essential 
that there should be some real strict super- 
vision, municipal or otherwise, of the milk 
that was brought into the city. That super- 
vision should be so effectual that it would be 
impossible for a dirty dairyman or a dirty 
cow to poison the children, who. were made 
to drink living bacilli. There should be no 
possibility of infection between a consumptive 
and his child or relatives. 

He thought that. the work done in the 
Dublin hospitals which he had visited that 
day was absolutely splendid; but the copdi- 
tions in which the surgeons in them worked 
were really almost pathetic. The surgeons 
and physicians were struggling to make the 
best of a bad machine. They were trying to 
imitate the sun by bringing in ultra-violet ray 
lamps. His feeling was that the best thing 
for them to consider with regard to these 
children's hospitals was to get them out into 
the country, By doing that they would be 
doing a tremendous service to the country, 
and especially to posterity. Let them start 
little hospitals, with five or six beds, in the 
country, where the sun would get fair play, 
and which “would be supervised by men who 
knew how to. treat crippled children. . In 
England they had no better friends at present 
than the Minister of Health and the Minister 
of Education, not because of agitation; but 
because they set a good example. (Applause.) 
When they got their country hospitals here, 
they could get their little after-care centres.

A GREAT SURGEON, 

Lord Glenavy, seconding, said that Sir Robert 
Jones had paid them a very high compliment 
in coming there. . He remembered a time 
when he frequently met cases of twisted 
limbs, hunched backs and clubbed feet in the 
streets, and for the last six years he could 
not remember seeing half a dozen. 
connection they should not forget the debt 
they owed to that great surgeon, Robert 
Swan. (Applause.) Dr. Swan had devoted his 
life and his great abilities to the care of the 
crippled child, and to-day the Dublin Ortho- 
pedic Hospital stood as an honourable and. 
he hoped, a permanent memorial to his name. 
The Irish were never lacking in generosity, 
and they had proved it recently in their sub- 
scriptions to the Drumcollogher Fund, and in 
the last week in the funds collected for the 
relief of the poor in the present distress. 
Therefore, he could assure Sir Robert that 
they would do what they could on the lines 
he suggested.

Despite the ‘‘ boom ”’ 
years in which our country people were 
able to clear themselves of debt and to 
double their deposits in the banks, the 
custom of prompt payment is even farther 
to seek than in former times. Wholesale 
seed merchants and purveyors of fertilisers 
and feeding stuffs have claims of two and 
three years’ standing against farmers, and 
accordingly they are unable to furnish 
fresh supplies at the low prices that would 
be possible if Irish farming were worked 
on a basis of prompt payment. We hope 
that Mr. Hogan’s measure will help 
farmers to rid themselves of the habit 
of building up bank balances while they 
withhold payment to merchants and 'co- 
operative societies and get into sorry 
arrears with their annuities. 


The Spanish Pilot. 


The ‘discovery of another plot against 
the Government in Spain shows the essen- 
tial instability of modern dictatorships. 
The movement seems to have been planned 
with uncommon skill, but the French 
police, having considerable experience of 
Spanish plots, were able to foil it at the 
last moment. A number of Spaniards and 
Italians living, some in voluntary, some 
in enforced, exile in France, assembled on 
the Spanish frontier in the neighbourhood 
of Perpignan, where they had collected a 
large quantity of munitions of war. They 
arrived casually, posing as ordinary 
tourists and wearing khaki shirts and 
haversacks, after the fashion of the student 
traveller. Their idea apparently was to 
slip across into Spain, seize the nearest 
village and trust to the notorious dis- 
content of the Catalonian people for sup- 
port in a general revolution against the 
Government. The number of participants 
is given variously as two, three and four 
hundred, but it is certain that about one 
hundred persons were arrested by the 
French police as they were about to cross 
the border. The leader of the movement 
was Colonel Francisco Macia, a Catalan 
separatist, who was expelled from Spain 
two years ago as a result of his revolu- 
tionary. activities. He and his chief aide- 
de-camp have been captured at Prats de 
Mollo, on the Spanish frontier, where the 
plotters had established a dépét for 
machine guns and ammunition of various 
kinds.- Thus Spain gas escaped another 
crisis. There is no doubt, however, that 
there will be no real peace in the peninsula 
so long as General Primo de Rivera 
remains at the helm. He has made 
enemies among all parties. The military 
clique dislikes him because he has insisted 


on reforms which have. interfered with the | 


cld system of nepotism in the Spanish 
Army. The Democrats are opposed to his 
dictatorial powers, and even the Royal 
party is. uneasy, Sooner or later demo- 
cratic government must be. restored in 
Spain. If General Primo de Rivera does 
not gratify the popular demand, there will 
be a revolution of some kind and blood 
will be. shed. The same situation in a 
different form exists in Italy. Four 
attempts have been made on the life of 
Signor Mussolini, who considers himself 
immune. from the  assassin’s hand. 
Dictatorships cannot endure in the 
twentieth century, and the fact that the 
Spanish were working in 
league with Italians is highly significant. 
No fewer than twenty-eight Italians are 
among the persons who have been arrested 
in France, and there is reason to suspect

that many others are engaged actively in 
revolutionary pursuits outside the frontiers 
of their country. The situation from the 
European point of view is sufficiently 
serious. France, being adjacent to both 
Italy and Spain, naturally been

The develop of aviation and of wireless 
telegraphy will reduce the circumference of 
the globe. Synthetic food may make our 
hemisphere independent of America’s 
wheat-crops. Medical science will prolong 
human life by banishing old shapes of foul 
disease and by wresting his secrets. from 
thé sun. War—if not in our time, yet in 
our children’s time—wil) abolish itself by 
its own horrors.

Genesis in Court j 


This week, in the hearing ‘of a land 
dispute at Jerusalem, the Bible was 
accepted as evidence. The ownership of a 
certain area near Rachel’s tomb was in 
contest between the Government and the 
Moslem Wakf (Pious Foundations), and 
an official of the Land Department quoted 
Genesis in support of the Government's 
claim. Thereupon the British judge 
agreed to enter as evidence Genesis, 
chapter 35, verses 16 to 20, which relate 
how Rachel died on her journey from 
Bethel, when “' there was but a little way 
to come to Ephrath’’ (Bethlehem). It is, 
perhaps, a new thing that the law should 
accept the accuracy of the Old Testament 
natrative, but in recent years the whole - 
course of archwological research has paid 
accumulating tribute to it. Here, at least, 
science, once dreaded as an enemy by 
the Churches, is proving to be a bulwark 
of faith. In the margin of the Authorised 
Version of the Bible the date of Rachel’s 
death is given as “ B.C., circa 17342.” No 
doubt, the first persons. who questioned 
Archbishop Usher’s dates were regarded as 
very dangerous heretics. ‘‘ Chronology,”’ 
based on the Archbishop’s Annales, was a 
subjem at fhe Fellowship examination of 
Trinity College, Dublin, within living 
memory ; and in 1841 Mr. George Salmon 
floored it with full. marks. Now science 
has substituted millions of years for 
Usher’s thousands; but, in return, it has 
been religion’s powerful ally in the dis- 
comfiture of many so-called “ higher 
critics.’’ It is not too much to say that 
during recent years the spade, directed by 
careful and impartial scholarship, has 
vindicated the truth of the Old Testa- 
ment story, not only in broad outline, but 
in minute details. Egypt, Palestine and 
Mesopotamia have yielded to research con- 
vincing and varied confirmation of that 
story from the time of Abraham to. the 
birth of the Roman Empire. The ‘higher 
critics ” have vanished or are silent, but 
the ancient Word, like Rachel’s tomb, 
stands “ unto this day.”

IRISH MEETING NOT 
AFFECTED. 


Ime bookmakers did not follow the 

example of their English confréres by 
“ standing down ’’ at Limerick yesterday. 
Betting was carried out as usual at the 
Trish meeting, and, as the English 
“strike ’’ has collapsed, it is not antici- 


_pated that there will be any. similar 


protest against the betting tax in this 
country. 

The English bookmakers are resuming 
operations to-day at Newbury. This 
decision was reached as the result of in- 
formal talks yesterday, when it was 
pointed out that the boycott probably 
would only succeed in forcing the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to secure legisla- 
tion for the introduction of the “' Pari- 
Mutuel '' system of betting. 

The attendance at Windsor Races. yes- 
terday, including the protesting book- 
makers and their retinues: of assistants, 
could not have reached five hundred. In 
Tattersall’s there were only the officials, 
the newspaper represeritatives, and a few 
members. 


“ UNOFFICIAL” PRICES. 

About half an hour before racing: was 
due to start, however, a number of book- 
makers entered the ‘small ring, followed 
by some would-be backers, and when the 
numbers went up for the first race there 
was some spasmodic betting on the part of 
these. The few wagers made were ‘the 
basis of the ‘‘ unofficial ’’ prices which 
were compiled for publication. 

It was stated in London last night that 
the Silves.Ring prices would not be recog- 
nised by the big starting price offices, as 
they were compiled on the basis of bets

- APPARENT SLUMP. IN 
PROFITS EXPLAINED,

The conditions affecting the trading 
operations of this big company during the 
year ended 30th June last were, ap- 
parently, almost exactly the reverse of 
those experienced the previous year. Then 
the profits amounted to £3,655,699, an 
increase of £548,486, and after paying the 
usual dividends, including 15 per cent. 
dividend and 24 per cent. bonus on the 
Ordinary capital, less income tax, the 
same as for the preceding five years, the 
balance forward was raised by £744,450 to 
£1,143,030 ; but, whereas in 1924 £200,000 
‘was credited to the reserve, no direct 


allocation was made a year ago. 

Corapared with these facts and figures, the 
following copy of the telegram sent to the 
Dublin Stock Exchange yesterday shows the

MR. ROSCOE BRUNNER’S 
WIDE INTERESTS.

A great sensation was caused in London 
yesterday when it became known that Mr. 
Roscoe. Brunner, the former Chairman of 
Brunner Mond and Co., and the father of 
Princess Liechtenstein, and his wife had been 
found shot dead at the house of their 
daughter, the Green Cottage, Roehampton, 
Middlesex, on Wednesday night. 
Two weeks ago Mr. and Mrs. Brunner went 
to stop at the Green Cottage during the ab- 
sence of their daughter and son-in-law, Prince 
and Princess Liechtenstein, who are on the 
Continent on a holiday. 
They had dinner at 7 p.m. on Wednesday, 
and intended to go out for the evening later. 
After the dinner two loud reports were 
heard, and one of the maids on going to the 
room from which the sounds appeared to come 
was horrified to see Mr. and Mrs. Brunner 
lying on the ground. Both had been shot. 
Mrs. Brunner had a wound in the head, and 
Mr. Brunner was shot near the heart. Death 
in both cases appeared to have been instan- 
taneous. 
The maid stated that Mr. Brunner had a 
revolver in his hand. | 
The police and a doctor were called in, and 
early yesterday morning the bodies.were re- 
moved to the mortuary to await an inquest. 
Mr, Brunner was 5B years Of age, and his 
wife was 50. A. 
For some time past Mr. nner had been 
in ill-health, and his condition was a matter 
of ‘great anxiety to his family and relatives. 
In addition to Princess Ferdinand de 
Liechtenstein, Mr. Roscoe Brunner leaves two 
sons, Anthony. and Patrick, The latter is at 
school sieved, while Anthony is also at the 
moment on the Continent. 


THE VICTIMS. 
Mr. Roscoe Brunner was the second son of 
the late Sir John Brunner. His wife, whom 
he married in 1898, was Miss Ethel Houston, 
daughter of the late Mr. Arthur Houston, 
K.C. She was the author of » number of 
books, including “Celia and Her Friends,” 
“Celia Once Again,” and ‘‘ Celia’s Fantastic 


Brunner’s daughter, Miss 
Shelagh Brunner, was married to ' Prince 
Andreas Ferdinand of Liechtenstein at 
Brompton Oratory on June 14, 1925, Mr. 
and Mrs. Brunrier engaged twenty-one suites 
of rooms at a London hotel to accommodate 
the guests who came to London for the cere- 
mony. Altogether 700 gnests attended the 
wedding reception. The bride wore a dress 
of massive gold lace, with gold-leaved coronet 
veil. Her eight bridesmaids’ 
dresses were of gold lace made on medizval 
lines. These dresses: were almost outshone 
in magnificence, however, by the costume of 
the best man, Count Terence Erdody, who 
wore a Hungarian nobleman’s dress of the 


twelfth century. 


A GREAT CONCERN. 

The firm of Brunner, Mond, and Company, 
Limited, is one of the four great concerns 
affected by the merger which was recently 
announced by Sir Alfred Mond, the chairman 
of that constituent company, and of the 
new organisation, Imperial Chemical Indus- 
tries,. Limited. The other firms comprised 
are Nobel Industries, Limited; the United 
Alkali Company, Limited, and the British 
Dyestuffs Corporation, Limited. i 
'Mr. Roscoe Brunner’s elder brother, Sir 
John Brunner, is one of the directors of the 
new company. 

The late Mr. Roscoe Brunner was the 
chairman of Brunner, Mond and Company 
until the annual bui of the company last, 
June. when he resigned owing to. 1 l-health, 
and his place was taken by Sir Alfred Mond, 
M.P. He still, however, retained the position 
‘of one of the directors, but did not take any 
very active interest in its affairs.

LONDON, Thursday Night. 

To-day the Imperial Conference had no 
plenary session, but several committees 
sat throughout the day. The Economic 
Committee prepared a number of its 
reports, which probably will be presented 
to the full Conference to-morrow morning 
before the Premiers leave London for 
Manchester. 

I am told that reports have been com- 
pleted by the sub-committees on statistics, 
on cold storage, on woollen statistics, and 
on Empire statistics generally. These 
four reports will be handed to the general 
Conference to-morrow. 

To-day the Economic Committee also 
considered the question of the Imperial 
Shipping Committee, which was formed by 
the last Imperial Conference in 1923. I 
understand that there is a general recog- 
nition of the value of the work that has 
been done by this body during the three 
years of its existence, and, while no final 
decision has been taken, it is more than 
likely that the Committee will be retained 
in some form until the next Conference is 


held. 

THE UNIT COMMITTEES. 
The so-called. ' Unit ' Committees of the 
Overseas Settlement Committee also were at 
work ete Every one of the Overseas 
Dominions has a sub-committee of its own, 
which has been charged with the investiga- 
tion of such problems as land settlement, 
gg ge fares, openings for. women, and 
the like, in the case of the particular 
Dominion which it represents. 
The committee stage of the Conference is 
almost at an end. Most of the smaller 
committegs either have drawn up their re- 
ports, or have accumulated sufficient material 
to enable them to complete their tasks-in a 
few days, and next week the real work of 
the mperial Conference—namely, the 
examination and discussion of these reports 
—will begin. 
Of course, the Committee on Inter-Imperial 
relatiéns still has a good deal of work to do 
before it can present an agreed report. 

In connection with this all-important Com- 
mittee, the attitude of the Free State dele- 
gation was described to me to-day as one 
of ‘‘ qualified enthusiasm,’’ but from per- 
sonal observation I gather that the en- 
thusiasm greatly exceeds the qualification. 


A CONSTITUTIONAL REVOLUTION 

A constitutional revolution is in progress, 
although, as invanably is the case in matters 
which affect the British Constitution, few 
people seem to be aware of it. The British 
pees always puts its reforms into practice 

efore i+ puts them into law, and I have 
very little doubt that after this Imperial 
Conference is over a new era will begin in 
the history of the British Commonwealth. 

One fact is recognised by everybody. The 
British group of nations is as heterogeneous 
as almost any group of nations could be. 
It is bound together by two ties—one is the 
tie of sentiment, common traditions, a com- 
mon language, the bond of blood, and the 
like, and the other is the person and 
oeny of the King. That is the essential 
ink. 

_ When you reduce the British Empire into 
its elements this fact emerges clearly. The 
Celtic Irishman, the Fiach Canadian, the 
Indian Hinda, the South African. Boer, the 
Scottish Highlander, the Welsh miner, the 
Australian bushman, and the London aris- 
tocrat have virtually nothing in common 
except their King, and it is by insistence on 
the common kingship that imperial unity 
will be not i maintained, but 
strengthened.

Mutatis mutandis, this suggestion applies to 
all the Dominons. Whether it is feasible is 
another matter, but the British Government 
recognises the sincerity of the claim, and is 
doing everything in its power to find a 
formula that will satisfy everybody. More 
than that I cannot say at the moment. 

It is a fine conception enshrining an ideal 
far higher than that of any ordinary Empire 
which in its very name has the connotation of 
force. It foreshadows a Commonwealth in 
the fullest sense of the term,~kroad-based on 
British democracy, and united in the symbo: 
and majesty of a common King.

‘6 CIENCE and the Future of Man”’ 
was the title of the address which 
Mr. R. /R. Woods, the President, gave 
last night at the opening meeting of the 
University Philosophical Society in the 
Dining Hall of Trinity College, Dublin. 
There was a large and distinguished 
attendance, and there was general agree- 
ment with Mr. Cecil Harmsworth’s 
description of the President's address As 
both “brilliant and audacious.”’ 
Assuming the rdle of prophet; Mr. 
Woods drew a rather terrifying picture of 
what science will do for mankind. The 
world will be an infinitely small place; 
there will be nothing but synthetic food ; 
the unfit will be sent to the lethal 
chamber and virtue will be a matter of 
correct therapy. These are some of the 
developments which he foresees. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


A GLANCE INTO THE FUTURE. 


The President of the Society, Mr. R. R. 
Woods (Mod.), B.A., in the course of a paper 
on “Science and the future of man,” said 
that to-day science was as commonplace and 
ordinary as it was mysterious a hundred 
years ago. Almost every boy was familiar 
with the working of the motor bicycle and 
the wireless set, instruments which were not 
thought of a generation ago. They had seen 
the perfection ‘of the motor car and the 
coming of the aeroplane; the gramophone 
and the pianola, the fountain pen, the safety 
razor. elephones, trains, and steamships 
had changed the face of the earth, and made 
it a smaller place than it used to be. 

That night their object was to glance into 
the future. For their suggestions to have 
practical value as regards the development 
of any branch of science, they should take 
into consideration the exact position that it 
occupied to-day, and then try to travel a 


short way along a few o£ the more obvious 
avenues which lay apen/to Te ' 
Hitherto the energy used by “the world 


had been derived mainly from coal, but there 
were many symptoms that the use of raw 
coal as a source of energy was on the wane, 
and the world was turning more and more 
to oil. Ships, and even oe aay were begin- 
sr, to use it in preference to coal. The 
coal fields of England: would probably not 
last more than 500 years, and the oil wells 
of the world were fast becoming empty; 
but even before coal and oil were exhausted 
they would be superseded: by a more econo- 
mic form of energy. Water and wind power, 
each of which was applicable in different 
circumstances, were both readily converted 
into electricity, which was, beyond all doubt, 
the cleanest and most easily utilised form 
of energy known. 

There was only one difficulty in the way 
of the universal use of slecietoitensithes 
problem of storage. One of the most press- 
ing needs of this generation was a cheap 
light and efficient form of storage battery, 
and though, hitherto, all efforts in that 
direction had failed, success was bound to 
come when the need for it was more heavily 
felt commercially. Large stpplies óf élec- 
trical energy would change the face of the 
industrial world. The electro-motor was 
smokeless, and comparatively noiseless, and 
its advantages’ in factories was shown by the 
extent to which it was being used indus- 
trially in America. Af some not, very dis- 
tant time allj railways would be ‘electrified, 
and with thé advent of the light ‘battery 
electric cars would be used for all indepen- 
| dent wheeled traffic; cooking sand lighting 
would. he done by electricity,and electric 
radiators would equal the open fire in com- 
fort and cheerfulness, and far surpass it in 
point of health. and economy. In different 
parts of the country there would be huge 
sources of power, such as that which was 
being constructed in this country on the 
Shannon, Energy would be as cheap in one 
part of the country as in another, and in- 
dustry would largely be centralised,
